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PREFACE. 



Much of the reading material ordinarily presented to 
beginners in Grerman consists of popular fairy tales ; 
sometimes even of translations or adaptations from other 
languages. 

It has seemed to the author that teachers might prefer 
simple and graded prose, referring to the life of Germany, 
allowing at least a glimpse at the history of the country, 
and telling something about a few of its most illustrious 
sons. 

This, perhaps, may not be quite so amusing ; but it is 
confidently expected that it will prove more interesting. 

Great care has also been taken in selecting some of the 
simplest and best of the lyric poetry, which is one of the 
brightest jewels in Germany's literary crown. I know that 
even beginners easily appreciate the high value of these 
little poems, and that they are precious to the teacher in 
more than one way. They ennoble the heart that learns to 
love them ; they enrich the memory that retains them and 
help to elevate the moral tone of the class. 

The notes have been distributed according to the need of 
beginners ; the ordinary grammatical explanations can be 
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given by copapetent teachers, and difficulties too great to be 
surmounted have been avoided. 

A complete vocabulary has been added, because in many 
schools dictionaries are supplied only to more advanced 
students. 

I wish here to thank Professor H. C. G. von Jagemann 
of Harvard University, Professor G. Theodor Dippold, and 
Mr. Joseph Blachstein of the Massachusetts Institute of 
Technology for kind advice and assistance in revising the 
manuscript and the proofs of this book.
